Prof. Leon Roth, 
noted Israeli educator, is one of 
the moving spirits of the new 
group. 

Theme of the first advertise- 
ment was that the people were 
sovereign and should take action 
to deal with complaints of en- 
pachment by the Government on 
individual rights. 

THE REASON WHY 

“Non-partisan organizations in 
femocratic and civilized coun- 
tries exist to protect the rights 
of the citizens. Such an organ- 
ation is being formed in Israel,” 
the announcement declared. 

Prof. Roth declared that “day 
and night, no matter where you 
goat home, in your friends’ 
homes, in cafes and restaurants, 
you hear complaints and criticism 
about the conduct of affairs, 
about the numerous regulations 
and about the enroachment by 
the Government administration 
on the privileges, rights and pri- 
vate life of the ordinary citizen.”

New Storm Growing 
Over British Movie

NEW YORK—A new storm was brewing this week over “Oliver 
Twist” with the partial end of a two-year ban on showing of the 
British-made film in the United States. 

Disclosure that the movie soon will be shown by a chain of 
theaters in Texas was made by Simon Wincelberg, POST Hollywood 
columnist. 

Possibility of release of the much-discussed film in Detroit was 
revealed by Helen Bowers, movie critic for the Detroit Free Press. 
She reported last week that a major local distributor was planning 
to release the film in the Motor City soon. 

At the same time it was confirmed that the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America had declined to place its seal of approval on 
the film. 

CIVIL RIGHTS GROUP FIGHTS STAND 

The MPA action was assailed Monday by the National Council 
on Freedom from Censorship, an affiliate of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, whose general counsel, Arthur Garfield Hays, is 
a Jew. 

The group, in a letter to Eric Johnston, MPA president, asked 
the association to hold a hearing on its refusal to approve the film 
for distribution which “in effect will bar the film from most United 
States theaters.” 

That prediction was supported by information obtained by Win- 
celberg, who reported he had been informed that without the MPA 
seal, few theaters in the United States would be likely to show the 
movie. 

The civil liberties group, in its letter, said it was taking cog: 
nizance of efforts by “private groups” to suppress the film because 
of its alleged anti-Semitism. The group asked whether the MPA 
failure to approve the movie was due to such pressure. 

TEXAS CHAIN TO OPEN RUN 

Wincelberg reported that the O’Donnel chain in Texas will show 
the J. Arthur Rank film soon. 

What action was planned by Jewish groups, either in Texas 
or nationally was not learned. 

The fight began when Eagle-Lion, American distributors for 
Rank, scheduled the U. S. premiere of the film in Music Hall in 
New York in the fall of 1948. 

In response to that information, the New York Board of Rab- 
bis called the movie a “vehicle of blatant anti-Semitism” and called 
on Johnston to do all he could to keep the film out of the United 
States. - 
RABBIS SEE REAL THREAT 

The target of Jewish group opposition was the portrayal of a 
Jew named Fagin in the Charles Dickens classic. In its statement, 
the New York rabbis group said the film “can dangerously heighten 
whatever racial tensions exist and will assuredly play into the 
hands of un-American elements in this country.” 

No official statement was made, but it was learned immedi- 
ately thereafter that plans for a U.S. run of the film had been sus- 
pended. By that time, the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith 
had intervened and reported it had received assurances that the 
film would not be released in the United States. (NJP, Sept. 17, 
1948). 

OPENED IN CANADA, THEN BANNED 

The picture opened that week in Canada and in England but it 
has not been shown anywhere in the United States. Later it was 
banned in Quebec, 

The issue of the film’s unofficial but effective ban has bobbed up 
repeatedly since in debates on censorship. Jewish spokesmen have 
taken the position that the censorship charge is unreal in the face 
of the allegedly revolting characterization of Fagin and its prob- 
able effects on non-Jewish movie spectators, particularly children.

Writing in the current issue of 
“Conservative Judaism,” a quart- 
ely research journal published 
by the Rabbinical Assembly, Dr.

The standard marriage formula 
which is recited under the canopy 
makes no reference to Bet Din, 
declaring simply that “Behold 
thou art bethothed to me with this 
ting in accordance with the Law 
of Moses and Israel.”

Higger’s proposed change, the 
formula would read: ‘Behold thou 
are betrothed to me with this 
ting with the consent of Bet Din 
and in accordance with the Law 
of Moses and Israel.” 

SOLVING PROBLEM 

Empowered to nullify retroact- 
Wwely marriages consecrated by 
this formula, the Bet Din could 
tasily dispose of the status of 
agunot. According to Jewish 
law, an Agunah is a widow who 
has lost her husband under cir- 
cumstances which made recovery 
the body impossible and she is 
forbidden to remarry.

Conservative Scholar Offers Simple Plan 
To Solve Pressing Problem Of The Agunah 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A new and strikingly simple proposal for solving the vexing problem of 
the Agunah in Jewish Law was presented this week by a leading Conservative scholar. 

Dr. Michael Higger, a member of the Commission on Law of the Rabbinical Assembly of Amer- 
fea, proposed a change in the marriage formula recited by the groom as one way of ending the 





Assembly, will object to this 
‘Higger Plan,’ even as they have 
done in the past in the case of 
other plans to solve the Agunah 
problem. But this should not stop 
us from examining the plan care- 
fully and giving it our serious 
consideration, in order to solve 
the Agunah problem before it 
is too late.” 

“It should also be remembered 
that the Agunah problem is not 
a synagogue problem but rather 
a problem of Klal Yisroel,” he 
added. “The objections, there- 
fore, would come not from the 
Synagogues as such, but from 
some rabbis.”

WELL, WE WERE invited to Kaplansky’s for “kiddush” on the 
first day of Succos. So we took a walk up to the end of Herzl 
street, near the Armon theater, and got on a bus. It is 33 mills or 
prutas on week days (about nine cents), but on a holiday the fare 
is 43 prutas (about 12 cents). You pay an extra ten prutas for the 
pleasure of breaking God’s law. Less than three cents—what a 
bargain! 

It’s worth it. Any trip up the Carmel is worth any price, just 
for the magnificent view of the mountains, the gorges and the sea. 

We got off at the Mercaz Hacarmel (Carmel Center) and went 
in for a drink. In Hadar Hacarmel no cafes are open on a holiday 
but way up the mountain they are less strict. Then we went look- 
ing for the house number, 18 on a street called Shoshanath Ha- 
carmel, meaning “Lily of the Carmel” which is where Shlomo 
Kaplansky lives.

It is an esthetic pleas- 
ure to listen to him speak any 
language, even English, which he 
speaks haltingly, just as it is an 
esthetic enjoyment to look at his 
face and to be in his company. As 
a type, he is one of the very fin- 
est specimens of that generation 
of cultured idealists from East- 
ern Europe who built up this Is- 
rael.

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Kaplansky Dies 
After Operation 


HAIFA—Dr. Shlomo Kaplan- 


sky; president of the Haifa Tech- 
nion died last week in a Haifa 
hospital following an operation.

He seemed to apologize 
for that: “If we had not moved 
up here ten years ago, I would 
not have been able to do my 
work.” 

Hadar Hacarmel, where the 
Technion is situated and where 
the Kaplanskys lived until ten 
years ago, is normally a noisy 
place. During the troubles it was 
especially noisy. 

Fourteen years of struggle, the 
responsibility for an institution, 
for 1,400 students, and age, Dr. 
Kaplansky added, make their 
mark. That was in reply to my 
observation that he had grown 
thinner since I last saw him.

Israel Store Owner 
Charges Civil Rights 
Violated In Arrest

TEL AVIV—The owner of a large shoe store was acquitted on 


charges of “unreasonable refusal to sell” a pair of shoes, after tes. 
tifying to violation of his civil liberties in his arrest. 

Yitzhak Soriano was cleared by an Anti-Profiteering Court after 
the prosecutor had asked for the acquittal. David Perness, the 
charged with refusing the sale to two policewomen in civilian dresg, 
also was cleared. 

Jacob Breuer, representing the district attorney’s office, saiq the 
testimony of one of the policewomen was unreliable. 

Soriano testified he had been taken from bed at midnight last 
Oct. 4 and brought to jail hand-cuffed. He said he had been 
in various jails with all sorts of criminals and was refused permiy 
sion to see his attorney for four days. 

Parness told a similar story, charging he had not been give, 
food or drink for 48 hours, 

Soriano said that among the 6,000 pairs of shoes in the store 
there were only nine of the size asked for by one of the police 
women.

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Time To Start Planning For A Law Change Body 


HE outspoken statement by William B. 

Herlands, president of the Union of Ortho- 
dox Jewish Congregations of America, that 
Orthodoxy is seeking an authoritative means to 
meet the ever-changing conditions of Jewish 
life today, represents a position that The POST 
has been propounding for some time. 

That Orthodoxy—as Mr. Herlands clearly ex- 
plains—demands the changes be made within 
the framework of Jewish Law and by authori- 
tative rabbinic leaders is understandable by 
those who are not anti-Orthodox in anything 
and everything. 

Some rabbis of Reform and Conservative be- 
lief are coming around to the theory of many 
Orthodox rabbis that a re-born Sanhedrin would 
be the answer to the problems not only of 
Orthodoxy but very possibly of Reform and 
Conservatism as well. 

No Sanhedrin for instance would rule—as has 
been ruled both in Israel and in the United 
States—that Conservative rabbis are not fully 
qualified rabbis. (In the United States, some 
Orthodox rabbis will not address a Reform spir- 
itual leader as “rabbi.” 

No Sanhedrin would demand that only mar- 
riages by Orthodox rabbis are valid in Israel. 

The responsibility of a Sanhedrin would be 
tremendous. Jewish Law has been practically 
frozen for several hundred years now—not 
2,000 years, as some uninformed persons have 
been contending; and a Sanhedrin with the full 
responsibility of the future of Judaism should 


What Are You Going To 


HERE has been a considerable reaction to 
our editorial asking the Rotarians and 
Kiwanians who are Jews what they plan to do 
about the fact that local chapters of their or- 
ganizations in some prominent localities refuse 
to admit Jews. 

Our old friend and former publisher of the 
St. Louis edition of The POST, Fred Ruslander, 
sent us clippings from two New Jersey news- 
papers of Nov. 3 announcing the election of 
Irving Lilienfeld as president of the Pleasant- 
ville Kiwanis Club and of William H. Hirsh- 
berg as president of the Jersey City Kiwanis 
Club. 

At the biennial meeting of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, an NJP sub 
scriber from Marianna, Fla., took exceptton to 
what had been written, missing entirely the 
point, and said he would send us a strong 
letter. He argued that his club followed a 
policy of accepting one man in a chosen field, 
the implication being that Jews were not being 
deliberately excluded; it just happened that 
way. 

In Hammond, Ind., Rabbi U. B. Steuer, writ- 
ing in his Temple Beth El] Bulletin, accused 
The POST editor of “satisfying his vindicative- 
ness” and recommended that “the matter be 
handled on a quiet diplomatic manner.” 

In all Jewish civic defense activity today, 


be the answer to the many inconsistencies, not 
alone of the Orthodox Jews in the United States 
but of those in Israel as well. 

The new Sanhedrin could not ignore the large 
Reform and Conservative blocs in the United 
States. Therefore its rulings should serve to 
bring all wings of Judaism closer together. 

A Sanhedrin would give new life to Ortho- 
doxy, now torn between an attempt to serve 
its adherents, living in a modern environment, 
and a strong desire to retain true Jewish Law. 
Orthodoxy should find in the rtlings of the 
Sanhedrin the authoritative changes it needs 
to live and flourish and grow. 

Mr. Herlands was not specific. He didn’t say 
how or by whom or when these changes would 
be made, except to state that the problem was 
being studied. This is little consolation to the 
wife whose husband has taken off for parts un- 
known or who lies buried in an unknown grave, 
even though Mr. Herlands assures us that “fair 
and equitable decisions” are being made. 

Orthodoxy needs the Sanhedrin or a similar 
authoritative body as soon as possible. The 
problem has been studied for years and years 
now, with Israel reborn, the solution need not 
be too far away. 

Mr. Herlands’ exposition, and similar state- 
ments from other leaders will be most helpful 
towards this end. 

What is needed then is the planning on ex- 
actly how to reinstitute an authoritative reli- 
gious ruling body in Orthodoxy and discussion 
in this direction is the very next step. 


Do About It, Gentlemen?

that something be done? 

That is the question: What are you going 


to do about it, gentlemen? 


The Real Calamity Of 1951 


E United Jewish Appeal conference this 

weekend may seem to some to be an anti- 

climax in view of the recent National Planning 
Conference for Israel. 

That attitude can be attributed, at least in 
part, to the fact that one conference was new, 
while the other has been an instrumentality of 
the American Jewish community for aiding 
Israel for a long time. 

To offset the perils in such an outlook, nu- 
merous Jewish leaders, ‘both American and 
Israel, have tried to set the record straight. 
The facts are simple. Regardless of how many 
Israel bonds are sold, the gift dollars of the 
United Jewish Appeal are far more valuable. 

If Israel were at this time self-supporting 
and the bond dollars to be used for normal ex- 
pansion purposes, the gift dollars would not be 
needed, but the facts are entirely otherwise. 


The gift dollars are needed for helping immi- 
grants who have come to Israel entirely penni- 
less, The less bond money needed to help the 
newcomers, the more bond money that can be 
applied to expanding the industry of Israel to 
bring that nation toward self-sufficiency. The 
more bond money used for non-productive 
needs, the less will be available for economic 
expansion. 

The real calamity of 1951 would be submer- 
gence of the UJA. If that happened, even a 
satisfactory bond sale would be only a pyrrhic 
victory. 

The conference this weekend is a significant 
one and its importance must not be underesti- 
mated. A proper climate for the 1951 campaign 
must be created and all agencies, as well as 
individual givers, must bend their efforts in 
this direction. 


Current Comment 


The topics for sermons should be chosen in 
terms of the principle that the synagogue 
should stick to matters of specific Jewish con- 
cern, says Rabbi Irving Miller of Temple Beth 
in Gary, Ind.—Should the *riday evening ser- 
mon be limited to the classical sermon based 
on a biblical text? Is it proper to discuss cur- 
rent developments in Jewish life from the pul- 
pit? What about a discussion on some social, 
economic or politicai question of interest to us 
as citizens? Would the Korean war or the Mar- 
shal Plan be an appropriate topic for a Friday 
evening sermon? 

I venture to say that there are a multitude of 
»pinions on the subject. To explain a biblical 

‘xt, even in an ingenius manner, without re- 
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lating it to the vital problems of every day 
living, as we are faced with them from day 
to day, is to miss the point and purpose of the 
sermon. If the synagogue is to serve as a vital 
force in our lives the message of the synagogue 
must be associated with the contemporary 
scene; with events, attitudes, problems, points 
of view as they are reflected in our thinking and 
living. 

Yet the pulpit as a platform of discussion has 
its limitations. It should primarily concern it- 
self with the religious, ethical and moral con- 
cept involved in a given situation. A discussion 
of international affairs is appropriate only inso- 
far as it serves as an example of a religious or 
moral principle. 





THE EDITORS CHAIR 


WHEN MOSHE SHARRET 
told delegates at the 19th Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds in so many words that 
they shouldn’t build Jewish ros- 
pitals now but should instead 
divert the funds to Israel, I may 
have agreed with him, but l 
think he is making a mistake—in 
delivering himself of these 
thoughts—in his position vis a vis 
the American Jewish community. 

Mr. Sharret asked what would 
happen to the Jews of the United 
States if God forbid, Israel should 

- go under, and he told of the great 
uplift in spirit to the Jews of 
the United States as a result of 
the heroism and fortitude of the 
Israeli. 


All of this is true, and as [ 
said I may agree with Mr. Shar- 
ret, but he is not the person to 
tell it to us. 

If Sam Rothberg wants to get 
up and tell a community that the 
new temple it is building is being 
constructed over bodies of Is- 
raeli Jews, again I may or may 
not agree, but Sam—who is doing 
many times his share to help 
Israel—has a perfect right to say 
what he feels to American Jews 
as an American Jew. 

Sam, yes, but not Mr. Sharret. 
It may be proper for Israeli to 
discuss the American Jewish com- 
munity among themselves and 
reach whatever conclusion they 
wish, but they are overstepping 
the bounds of proper intercourse 
when they tell us what we feel or 
should feel or what we should or 
should not do. 

Mr. Sharret’s talk was lucid 
and forceful and his explanation 
of why we American Jews must 
not attempt to tell the Israeli 
what to do was the clearest ex- 
position of the relationship of 
the two countries I’ve ever heard. 
He said it was the obligation of 
American Jews to offer advice, 
otherwise they would be derelict 
in their duty as Jews to other 
Jews in need; but he warned that 
the decisions must be made by 
the Israeli. They could not and 
should not be forced to obey the 
will of Jews in another land. He 
gave as a parallel the time when 
the first colonies in Israel in the 
early part of this century were 
dependent even for direction 
from Jewish philanthropists and 
leaders in other countries. The 
colonists failed because they did 
not have the responsibility for 
their success in their own hands. 
Once the arrangement was 


changed, the colonists knew they 
had to succeed, it was up to them, 
This they did and thus were built 
the foundations of the new land 

I can understand how and why 
the Israeli cannot understand the 
American Jew. We don’t under. 
stand ourselves. We’re torn this 
way and that. We’re not sure of 
what we are doing and there ig 
always a large enough group to 
form a formidable opposition to 
almost everything that American 
Jewry is undertaking. 

So, Mr. Sharret, what I’m giy. 
ing you is advice. It is my duty, 
as you pointed out, to give it, 
but I am pretty sure I’d give you 
the advice if you didn’t think so, 
I pay $6 a year to the Zionist 
Organization of America as dues, 
and in America that alone en- 


titles one to give free advice.

NEW YORK—A “realistic appraisal” of the needs of United 


Jewish Appeal agencies for 


1951 awaited delegates assembled in 


Atlantic City this weekend for the 13th annual UJA national con- 


ference. 


At the same time, the UJA formally announced appointment of 


Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz as execu- 


tive vice chairman of the UJA, 
succeeding Henry Montor. 

Dr. Schwartz is director gener- 
al of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, second largest of the 
three constituent agencies of the 
UJA. The largest is the United 
Palestine Appeal. The third part- 
ner is United Service for New 
Americans. 

MONTOR IS IN 

The UJA reported that Montor 
submitted his resignation to take 
effect Jan. 1, in order to organ- 
ize and manage “a new financing 
program for Israel, which will 
be inaugurated in the United 
States early next year.” 

The announcement said that 
‘in his new capacity, Montor will 
have full responsibility for the 
flotation of a bond issue in be- 
half of the Government of Is- 
rael.” 

The statement was the first of- 
ficial announcement that Montor, 
who has been in a top position 
in the United Jewish Appeal for 
12 years, would run. the bond 
drive. 

TWO POINTS 

A bond drive and an intensi- 

fied UJA drive in 1951 were two 


points of a four-point plan ap- 
proved at a National Planning 
Conference for Israel in Wash- 


ington in October. 

The other two points were a 
plea for United States grants-in- 
aid for Israel] and plans for stim- 
ulation of private investment in 
the Jewish State- 

The “realistic appraisal” was 
promised the delegates to the an- 
nual UJA conference by William 
Rosenwald, Rudolf G. Sonneborn 
and Rabbi Joseph B. Wise, na- 
tional chairmen of the UJA. 

NO SUCCESSOR 

With ailing Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., having decided to re- 
sign the post of UJA general di- 
rector, there was no indication 
as to who would be named to the 
post. 

The annual conference will end 
Sunday when a goal will be es- 
tablished for the 1951 drive and 
plans will be made to mobilize 
American Jewry for the next 
campaign. 

Jewish community representa- 
tion at the conference will be 
based on Jewish population fi¢- 
ures, ranging from one delegate 
from communities having a pop- 
ulation of between 1,000 and 2,- 
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Modern 2-bedroom apartment, 
eompletely furnished, cross ventl- 
lation, Near beach, schools, shop- 
Ping. Nice surroundings. $1,100 to 
June 15, 











000 to seven delegates from com- 
munities with a Jewish popula- 
tion of more than 40,000. New 
York is sending 25 delegates. A 
total of 800 delegates were 
slated to participate. 

Moshe Sharret, Israel Foreign 
Minister, will deliver a major ad- 
dress at the Saturday evening 
session. Delegates will pay trib- 
ute to Morgenthau at a Sunday 
luncheon session when Morgen- 
thau will formerly retire from 
the UJA general chairmanship. 





Three Years For 
Killing 16 Jews 

HAMBURG’ (WNS)—William 
Shalert, former commander of 
Nazi storm troops, was sentenc- 
ed here to a prison term of forty 
months for having shot down 
sixteen Jews who fell from fa- 
tigue in a forced death march 
from Auschwitz to Katowitz. 

Shalert’s defense was that by 
shooting the victims he commit- 
ted a “humane deed” because he 
could no longer look on at the 
agony of the sick Jews. The 
German court, evidently took his 
plea into consideration, for other- 
wise there was no reason why 
the punishment was not commen- 
surate with the crime.

Psychiatrist Says Spiritual Leaders Should N ot 


Try 


To Counsel People 


CHICAGO—Rabbis and other clergymen are 
bad medicine for people with mental problems, 
a Chicago psychiatrist said last week. 

Dr. Henry D. Von Witzieben of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois said that in some cases, efforts 
of spiritual leaders in such cases make the task 
of the psychiatrist harder, according to a Chi- 
cago Daily News service report. 

The psychiatrist said that mental problems 
often stem from a feeling of guilt over sin. 
When dealing with such people, many rabbis, 
ministers and priests become “punitive” and 
nd moral al judgements, the psychiatrist said. 


With Mental Troubles 


Such judgements heighten the guilt feeling, 
makes the patient feel worse and the psychia- 
trist’s job harder, Dr. von Witzieben said. 

“Psychiatrists do not regard sin as evil but 
rather as a psychological abnormality,” he said, 
“We are against sin but not against the sinner.” 

He said no clergyman should try to work 
through a person’s mental problems with him 
until the spiritual leader himself has first been 
psychoanalyzed. 

“If he has a blind spot in his own emotional 
makeup, he will fail to see problems of others,” 
the psychiatrist asserted.
